Elba citizens who have 
watched the levee construction 
have seen numerous loads of 


dirt piled on one after another, 


utilizing the most - efficient 
building tools of the times— 
mules, shovels, draglines and 
slip scrapes. 

Those who watched the con- 
struction of the mid 1930s, that 
is. 

The current rehabilitation of 
the levee has stirred up long- 
held memories among several of’ 
those who witnessed the build- 
ing of the first levee after the 
flood of 1929.

“They sure did build it a dif- 
ferent way than they're building 
it now,” said Willard “Shortie” 
Martin, who as a 10-year-old 
boy would daily watch the con- 
struction from his family’s back 
yard, 

“L hated so bad,” said Martin 
with a laugh, “since I was chief 
engineer on the other one, that I 
didn’t go down there and watch 
them build that and tell those 
folks about it because they can’t 
imagine that thing being done as 
primitively as it was done.” 

He said for hauling dirt, peo- 
ple built bodies on their trucks 
using any material they could 
find and rented them to the gov-

ernment for 50 cents or $1 per 
day. 

John Glenn Lee said the 
trucks drove underneath a 
bridge where mules with carts 
on top of the bridge would 
straddle a hole and drop dirt 
down into the trucks. 

Shortie’s wife, Olive Ray 
Martin, who as a small child 
often watched the workers fill 
the trucks at the clay pit with her 
uncle, said it was done using a 
slip scrape. 

Shortie said a slip scrape was 
a U-shaped pan with a sharp 
blade on the front of it that a 
team of mules dragged on the 
ground to gather dirt. 

He said while the mules 
pulled, a man lifted up* on the 
slip scrape, causing the blade to 
push into the ground. As it 
filled, the man pulled down on 
the extended handle and lifted 
the blade out of the dirt. When 
the full slip scrape reached the 
hole, ‘the man flipped it over, 
and the dirt fell through the 
bridge into the waiting truck 
below. 

“They've hauled enough dirt 
here in the last week, if they'd 
had to fill those trucks up with 
those slip scrapes, we wouldn't 
have had this levee built in my 
or your lifetime,” Shortie said.

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Levee rehabilitation project rekindles lots of memories for some residents 


PAST UNCOVERED...The levee rehabilitation project uncovered a part of Elba’s history a few weeks 
ago when Construction crews found this Old gate structure where the former railroad tracks cut through 
the levee. Dirt was filled in around the structure after the railroad tracks were removed thus letting it 
become a forgotten memory. until the construction crew “dug it up” again. 


“If you took a slip scrape and 
tried to fill up one of these dump 
trucks they've got out here now, 
it would take you half a day.” 
He said he knew a man who 


provided labor, his team of 


mules and a slip scrape for the 

construction, and the govern- 

ment paid him $2.80‘per day. 
Olive Ray said another “prim- 


itive” tool the workers used to 
gather dirt was a. digging 
machine called a dragline. 

Shortie said the dragline had a 
big scoop that could be turned 
different ways. The driver of the 
dragline flung the scoop out so 
it stuck in. the dirt;, and then 
dragged it back to him, causing 
‘it to fill with dirt. 


The driver then lifted the 
scoop above a transport truck 
and dropped it to dump dirt in 
the truck. _

Martin said the workers dug a 
“core” in the first levee and 
filled it with clay to make the 
levee’s base stronger 

In contrast to the new trench, 
which is 35-40. feet deep, the 
first trench was about three. feet 
wide and four feet déep and was 
dug using shovels and picks 

“They worked for 50 cents a 
day,” Shortie said. "You try to 
get somebody to dig with a pick 
and a shovel down there all day 
long for 50 cents how. They'd 
tell you to go jump in that river 
down there.” 

Though the building tools and 


original levee was “very well 
constructed” and made digging 
the 40-foot slurry wall difficult 

“It was very well-built,” “he 
said. “That's kind of surprising 
since it was built shortly after 
the 1929 flood.” 

The Martins said for the first 
Jevee. a gate Structure was con- 
structed to go over Whitewater 
Creek to Smith Avenue. Similar 
gates were installed at the Pea 
River bridge on U. S. 84, 
Kinston Highway, Caroline 
Street and where the former rail- 
toad tracks cut through the 
levee. 

They said timbers were cut to 
fit the slots in the gate to keep 
water out, and sandbags piled 
against these 

The levee rehabilitation 
uncovered a set Of those very 
structures at the old railroad 
pass 4 few weeks ago while dig- 
ging the slurry wall trench 

“They were massive, ‘unbe- 
lievable.”’ said Oden. “What was 
unbelievable is that nobody 
remembered they were there 
They- werent on the drawings 
The government (Army Corp 
of Engineérs) didn’t know. that 
they were there. Nobody told 
anybody. The mayor didn’t even 
know they were there.” 

They had been filled in 
around some time: after the rail- 
road tracks were removed 
(probably in the early 80's) and 
present city officials were not 
aware that the concrete was stil] 
under all that dirt: 


Oden said uncovering, demo):° 


ishing and hauling the 25-foot- 
tal] structures away took about 
four weeks to complete 

To keep as much of the trench 
intact as they could, Oden said 
his workers brought in 45-foot 
metal shee! pilings and drove 
them in with a hairpin crane to 
prevent the slurry from leaking 

Back’ then, “I guess it was 
cheaper to just fill this with dint 
than to [remove them]; Oden 
said 

According’ to the Martins, 
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money was indeed scarce during 
the original construction. but 
many people in need of jobs 
were hired by the government to 
build it 

People came to Elba from all 
over the surrounding area when 
they found out jobs were avail- 
able, the Martins said 

“A, job was a job,” Shoftie 
said. “Even if it was nothing but 
a dollar a day, it beat nothing. It 
was either that or nothing a 
day.” 

Olive Ray said that back then, 
men from all over the country 
left home to travel, trying to 
locate jobs so they could make 
money for their families 


have anything either.” 

The Martins said before the 
original levee was built, chil- 
dren would get several days’ 
vacation from school each 
spring because the river rose 
and washed away the wooden 
bridge, that’ stretched across the 
water before the “crooked river 
bridge” was built 

Shortie said the wooden 
bridge was built low -and 
Straight, “just a homemadé 
bridge like they made out in the 
country.” 

For a short time; a swinging 
rope bridge hung over the water 
in place of the wooden one, 
Olive Ray said 

She said finally. a higher, 
metal bridge was built there. 
The end of the bridge started a 
litle further down and curved, 
thus inspiring its nickname * ‘the 
crooked bridge.” 

During these spring vacation 
times, the Martins said riding 
around the square on boats 
proved entertaining, and most 
people weren't nervous about 
the water's rising because hous- 
es were built higher and not.on 
cement foundations as they are 
now, 

Olive Ray said she worried 
about the water level, however. 
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measured in at 25-feet tall. It took approximately four weeks to 
uncover, demolish and haul the structure. An interesting note ts that 


no one realized it was there unti] workers uncovered 11 


She said on rainy nights, she 
slept with one arm hanging off 
her bed in case the water got 
inside her ‘house, she could feel 
it on her fingers 

One of the biggest tales about 
the 1929 flood was of a boy who 
was on the Pea River bridge 
when it washed away. 

As the: story goes, the boy 
rode the bridge al] the way 
down to the railroad trestle, 
where he was rescued. 

“He was out there where he 
shouldn’t have been,” Olive Ray 
said. 

“He was one of those adven- 
turous kinds,” Shortie laughed. 

Elba residents felt safe for 61 
years after the ‘29 flood until 
the next one hit in 1990, Olive 
Ray said. 

She said because she lived 
through the floods, she is able to 
sympathize with people from 
other parts of the world whose 
lives are upset because of flood- 
ing. 
“That was a trying time in our 
lives,” Shortie said. “It was an 
experience that most folks 
won't ever-have.” ;

Influenza vaccine is again 
available at all county health 
departments while supplies last 
Persons who were unable to 
receive influenza immuniza- 
tions earlier should contact thei 
local health departments for 
information about immunization 
clinic schedules. 

Two types of vaccine are avail- 
able, an injectable form and an 
intranasal form Wyeth 
Pharmaceuticals donated 5,000 
doses of intranasal vaccine 
(trade-narne FluMist) for healthy 
children and adults aged 5 
through 49. FluMistis given with 
a small spray into each nostril 
rather than injected into the arm 

Injectable influenza vaccine is 
also available for other individ- 
uals, including those at higher 
risk of complications. The virus- 
es in the flu shot are killed (inac- 
tivated), so people cannot get 
influenza by getting a flu shot, 
One of the injectable vaccines is 
recommended for children age 4 
years and older, and another 
injectable vatcine is designed 
for use in infants age 6 months 
and older, children and adults.

Alabama E-filing gets underway 


The 2004 individual income 
tax filing season officially gets 
underway Jan. 16, 2004, accord- 
ing to State Revenue 
Commissioner Dwight Carlisle. 
On that date, the Alabama 
Department of Revenue 
(ADOR) will begin accepting 
electronically-filed 2003 indi- 
vidual income tax returns. 

Last year, 653,825 
Alabamians took advantage of 
Alabama's electronic filing 
option, comprising 36 percent of 
the total 2002 individual income 
tax returns filed during the 2003 
filing season 

What's in store for electronic 
filers this season? 
Improvements in filing options 
and ADOR Web site features 
headline the 2004 individual 
income tax electronic filing sea- 
son. : 

2004 marks the seventh year 
of Alabama's participation in 
the IRS Joint Fed/State 
Electronic Filing Program 
Under the Fed/State, E-filing 
Program, Alabama individual 
income tax returns are filed 
electronically along with federal 
income tax returns. Taxpayers 
interested in filing their returns 
electronically should check with 
their local tax preparation serv- 
ices for tax professionals offer- 
ing e-filing services. A listing of 
various tax professionals offer- 
ing electronic services can be 
found on. the IRS Web site at

In 2003, the ADOR expanded 
its electronic filing program to 
include participation in the 
Fed/State STATE-ONLY filing 
program.

Let's Go... : 
Outdoors with Ben

The largest catfish 
of the year are often 
caught in winter © 


The mere mention of catfishing {n Alabama makes one think of a |P 


hot-summer afternoon fishing from the riverbank below a dam or 
anchored near a deep hole in a boat. Some people just don’t believe 
it’s even worth the effort to soak bait in the wintertime fishing for 
catfish, but others know. better. 

I’ve even heard commercial fisherman say they. preferred fishing 
for cat in the winter because they pretty much have the lake or river 
to themselves. They have good reason to think like this too, as some 
of the record book catfish have been caught during mid-winter. 
These trophies prove beyond a doubt that good catfishing can’ be 
had year round. 

All species ‘of catfish will bite during cold weather, but anglers 
will have better luck if they fish for channels and blues. The flat 
head will bite in the winter, but they are less aggressive during cold 
weather. Springtime is still best for flathead catfish. 

Warm bluebird days seem to be best for winter catfishing, Night 
fishing, the most productive time in warmer weather, is usually not 
as good as daytime hours-in the dead of winter. Windy days are 
often more productive when fishing shallow areas as the waves tend 
to ‘stir up the bottom exposing food.’The wind and chop helps to 
‘muffle the sound of a boat better than glass slick conditions, also. 

Winter catfishermen often step up the pace when presenting their 
baits. Instead of anchoring and fishing until they bite, slowly prowl 
likely looking areas casting baits unti] you get a hit. Once you hook 
a catfish, it's a good idea to work the area thoroughly just like when 
bass fishing, but if you.don't pick up more fish fairly quickly, move 
on 

Bass gear will suffice for small catfish, but if you tangle with a 
large one you'll need more muscle. A’seven-foot or longer rod with 
a heavy fresh or light saltwater reel is better. Most catfishermen use 
at least 20 pound test line and many prefer 40-pound test. 

The three-way swivel rig is hard to beat for catfish in any season. 
Tie you main line to one eye of the swivel; tie 12 to 24 inches of line 
to one eye and a large sharp hook to the other end, Tie a section of 
line slightly. shorter than the one the hook is attached to on the other 
eye and to a weight sufficient for the current conditions where you 
are fishing. 

When it comes to bait, experimentation is the rule, but live or cut 
shad are hard to beat, especially when fishing below dams. 
Minnows and small bream were legal are also good ‘winter baits. 

If you are tired of waiting for spring to go catfishing, just dress 
for cold weather, grab your larger rigs and go looking for Mr. 
Whiskers a few months earlier this year.

THE COFFEE COUNTY FIREFIGHTERS ASSOCIATION is sponsoring a Firefighter I Volunteer 
Certification Course hosted by the Elba Fire Department. Firemen from local fire departments including the
